Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1942% 

This  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  2604  dated  24th  March,  1942 
and  2773  dated  10th  March,  1943.  The  statistics  have  been 
compiled  in  the  Department,  thore  being  no  figures  avail¬ 
able  from  the  Registrar  General. 

The  birth-rate  per  1000  was  14.5  as  compared  with 
13.5  in  the  previous  year. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  10.9  as  compared  with 
12.8  in  1941.  The  number  of  deaths  was  423. 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Department.  The  work  of  the 
Matcrn  ity  and  Chi  Id  We  1  far  e  D  ep  artment  has  maintained  its 
popularity  during  the  year.  The  appointment  of  Dr. 

Frances  McKane  as  part-time  Assistant  Medical  Officer  to 
succeed  Dr.  Sybil  Martyn- Johns  who  resigned  to  tadce  up 
duty  as  full-time  Officer  to  another  Authority  has  been  a 
popular  ono  with  the  mothers  at  the  clinics.  The  volume 
of  work  undertaken  in  the  Ante -natal  Clinics  has  increas¬ 
ed  considerably,  the  attendances  of  expectant  mothers  be¬ 
ing  3272  as  comparod  with  2533  in  the  previous  year.  The 
attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  havo  also  in¬ 
creased  during  tho  year. 

In  spite  of  the  heavy  demands  made  upon  the  time  of 
tho  Voluntary  Helpers  duo  to  tho  war,  they  havo  not  fail¬ 
ed  to  give  invaluable  assistance  at  tho  Infant  Welfare 
Centros  during  tho  past  year. 

War-time  Nur series.  This  Authority  has  now  two  war-timo 
nurseries  functioning  in  tho  Borough  and  it  must  bo  a 
source  of  satisfaction  to  the  mothers  to  know  that  thoir 
children  can  bo  v/ell  caned  for  at  tho  nurseries  while  they 
are  engaged  on  work  of  national  importance.

Hospitals : 

Urgent  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  sent  to  hospitals 
in  adjoining  districts,  as  well  as  to  Abbot sfield  Hospital 
provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Provision  for  the  isolation  and  nursing  of  infectious 
diseases  is  made  at  Asisley  Sanatorium  by  the  Leigh  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  of  which  the  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  Corpor¬ 
ation  is  a  constituent  Authority. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  inpatient  treatment  are  sent 
to  Hope  Hospital,  Salford,  and  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manches¬ 
ter, 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

Specimens  for  Bacteriological  Diagnosis  are  sent  to  the 
Laboratory  at  Astley  Sanatorium,  as  well  as  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

Ambulanco  Facilities? 

The  call  on  the  Borough  Ambulanco  Service  still  contin¬ 
ues  to  increase,  and  a  summary  of  Journeys  made  by  the  Ambu¬ 
lanco  to  the  various  Hospitals  will  be  found  in  Table  III  of 
this  report. 

Nursing  in  the  Horae; 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  described 
in  my  report  for  1938. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  have  boon  no  changes  ip  the  Clinic  and  Treatment

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  "Controlled  Tipping", 
the  Nelson  Fold  site  being  used  throughout  the  year. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report ,SlackBrook  Course 
is  being  culverted  for  a  distance  of  roughly  103  linear 
yards.  When  this  work  is  completed  accommodation  will  be 
provided  for  several  years  "tipping" .The  Health  Committee 
has  accepted  liability  for  the  cost  of  this  length  of  cul¬ 
vert  o 


Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  labour  has  been  a  great 
difficulty  during  1942,  I  have  been  able  to  maintain 
nine  or  ten  days  service  to  all  houses  within  the  Borough. 

An  organised  Pig  Food  collection  by  communal  bins 
placed  throughout  the  District  was  commenced  on  June  8th, 
1942.  From  that  date  until  the  end  of  December,  186  tons 
were  collected  and  sold  for  £308. 

The  amount  of  Salvage,  etc .  collected  is  shorn  in 
Table  XXIII,  the  receipts  being  £2,286  which  is  almost 
double  the  previous  3rearfs  figures. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  all  the  men  of  the  out¬ 
door  staff  engaged  on  cleansing  work , for  their  assistance 
during  the  year.
